Although I think, with you, that uader 
circumstances, I could count upon the generosity 
of the public to justify a statement which other- 
wise might seem abjectionable, I can, in any 
event, saiely commit the facts to you for personal 
communication to those who have taken so deli- 
cate, and so considerate an interest in my affairs. 
The leisure hours of to-day, when our campaign 
is ended, and we wait only for the eleetion, gives 
qmeopportunity for this prompt reply sat for 
following the essential details. 

THE STORY TOLD. 

At Georgetown, Ky., in the spring of 1545, when 
] was but eighteen years ot age, I first the 
jady who for more than thirty-four years has been 
my wife. Our acqnaintance resulted, at the end 
of six inonths,in an engagement which. without 
the prospect of speedy marriage, we naturally 
sought to keep to ourselves. Two years later, in 
the spring of 1850, when I was maturing plans to 
Jeave my profession in Kentucky, and establish 
myself elsewhere, ! war suddenly summoned to 
Pennsylvania by the death of my father, It being 
very doubtful if I could return to Kentucky, 

was threatencd with an in- 
definite separation from her who possessed 
my entire devotion, my one wish was to secure her 
to myself by an indissolul'‘e tie against every con- 
tingencytin life, and on the 30th day of June, 1850, 
just prior to my departure from Kentucky, we 
were, in the presence of chosen and _ trusted 
friends, united by what I knew was, in my state of 
Pennsylvania, a perfectly legal form of marriage. 
On reaching home | found that my family, and 
especially my bereaved motber, strongly discoun- 
fenaneed my business plans, involving too largea 
separation from home and kindred. I complied 
vith her wish, that 1 should resume, at icast for a 
ne, my oecupation in Kentucky, whitherl re- 
qurned in the fatter pait of August, 
THE PARTICULAR TIME IN DISPUTE. 

During the ensuing winter, induced by misgiv- 
jngs vider new responsibilities, misgivings which 
were increased by legal consultations, I became 
giarmed lest the doubt might be thrown upon the 
validity of our marriage, by reason of non-compli- 
ance with the law ofthe state where it had oc- 
eurrcd: for | had learned that the laws of Ken- 
ducky made a license, certified by the clerk of the 
rounty court, an indispensable requisite of legal 
marriace. Aftermuch deliberation, and with an 
anxious desire to guard in the most effectual 
manner against any possible embarrassment re- 
suiting from our position, for which I alone was 
responsible, we decided that the simplest and at 
the same time the surest way wasto repair to 
Jenusylvania and have 

ANOTHER MARRIAGE SERVICE 
performed. This was done in the presence el 
witnesses in the city of Pittsburg, in Mareh, 1851, 
but was not made public for obvious reasons. It 
Wis soleinnized oniy to secure an indisputable 
yalidityv—tife first marriage being by my wife and 
myself always held sacred. At the mature age of 
f4, | do not defend the wisdom or prudence ofa 
secret marriage, suggested by the ardor and inex- 
Perience Of youth, but its honor and its purity 
were invalid, as 1 believe in the sight of God, and 
cannot be made to appear otherwise by the wicked 
devices oOfmen. It brought to me a companion 

which has been my chief happiness from 
yhood to this year, and has erowned me with 
mtever success I have attained in life. My 
ep dest child, ason, was born in his grandmother's 
house on the 18th day of June, 1851, in the city of 
Augusta, Me., and died in her arms three years 
Jaic: His ashes repose in the cemetery of 
his native city, beneath astone which recorded his 
nameand the limits of his innocent life. That 
stone, whieh had stood for almost an entire gener- 
tion, has been recently defaced by brutal and sac- 
Tiligious hands. 

Asa candidate for president, I know that I 
Bhould endure many ftorms of calumny and per- 
ponal defamation, but I confess that I did not ex- 
pectto be called upon to defend the nameof 
my beloved and honored wife, who 
is A grandmother, nor did I expect that the grave 
oi my little child would be cruelly desecrated. 
Against such gross forms of wrong the law 
no adequate redress, and I know that in the end 
My most effective appeal against the unspeakable 
Outrages which I resist must be to the aie man- 
bood and noble womanhood of America. Your 
friend, very sincerely.

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MES. MORRILL ON BLAINE. 


A Record of Corruption, Treachery and In- 
gratitude— Discarding Honor for Pelf. 

Boston, September 19.—A_ staff correspon- 
dent of the Boston Post has had a long inter- 
view with Mrs. Lot M. Morrill. She has 
received a great number of letters from repub 
licans in all parts of the country, some of 
them editors of newspapers that have been 
supporting Mr. Blaine, anxiously inquiring 
for more facts in regard to the republican 
presidential candidate. Mrs. Morrill says 
she cannet attempt to answer all these letters, 
and she does not wish to keep ber name before 
the public any more than is necessarv. 

“1 wish to say, however,” she adds, “that | 
know Mr. Blaine to be a very wicked and 
corrupt man.

BLAINE’S TREACHERY AND INGRATITUDE. 

Mrs.* Morrill detailed casually the facts 
about Blaine’s treachery and probable cor- 
ruption in connection with the Maine senato- 
rial question in 1869, and also stated what is 
not generally known, that after Governor 
Conner put Blaine into the senate in 1376, 
Blaine turned traitor to Connor, and the lat- 
ter, in order to get appointed as pension agent 
a few yearssince, had to depend upon Mr. 
Morrill, then colleetor at Portland, to help 
him secure’ President Arthur’s favor. 
Mrs. Morrill has the letters of Arthur, 
Connor and her husband, which _— estab- 
lish Blaine’s treachery in this case; but con- 
sidering her husband’s correspondence sacred, 
she declines to make them public. In answer 
to the question, ‘‘Are you willing to say any- 
thing more definite as to your meaning in 
characterizing Blaime as a wicked and corrupt 
man’?’? Mrs. Morrill said she was not. 

‘“My reason,’ she replied, ‘‘is that Il am a 
woman end do not wish to keep my name be- 
fore the public. Thecountry ought to know 
by this time why Blaine is a corrupt candl- 
date. The American people ought to know 
bim thoroughly, with his record as speaker, 
as secretary and as author of the Mulligan let- 
ters now before them.’’

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WOMEN AS CLERKS. 


THEIR FAILURE TO GET INTO THE 
CIVIL SERVICE. 


Commissioner John M. Shows Why Women 
Have Thus[Far F to Reach Appoint 
ments Through the Civil Service—The 
Probabilities of the Future, Etc. 


Wasuincoton, September 19.—The following 
is a copy of a letter written by Hon. John W 
Gregory, of the civil service commission, on 
the employment of women in the public ser- 
vice: 

Does the new civil service system favor the ap- 
pointment of women to the public service? 

It must be admitted that thus far fewer women 
have obtained places under this than under the 
old system. Out of 331 appointments to the classi- 
fied service, made under the civil service rules, 
since July 16, 1883, not including the special pen- 
sion €Xaminers, only 32 have been females. [tis 
#lreedy generally known that the civil service ex- 
emipatious for clerkships are open alike to men 
and women; that all the applicants are examined 
slike Jmarked by the same rules, and placed, il 
they Palss, on common registers 
lor cert fication to the appointing 
eflicers, The heads of departments, 
when notices of vacancies are received by tue 
mmission, ii no mention of the sex required 
were included in the notice,the four names graded 
highest won!d be sent without regard to sex, but 
thus for all the requests except two, for names to 
fill vacancies, have contained the significant 
worcs, ‘‘males’’ or ‘‘females.’’ Thetwo requests 
in which no sex was mentioned were recalled, and 
the comission corrected. The wrong, therefore, il 
wrong there be, lies notat the door of the civil 
service commission, nor yet at that ofthe system, 
uniess it be claimed thatthe system has relieved 
ithe appointing powers from the pressure, and leit 
them at liberty toselect for the service such per- 
sons as they deem best. No explanation has, as 
yet, been given of the reasons of this preference 
ior male clerks, but it is hinted that under the 9ld 
system an undue and inconvenient proportion of 
ictmnaje clerks was pushed upon the departments, 
and thet the heads of these departments are now 
using their opportunity te even up the force. 
it is true that excessively large numbers of female 
clerks and copyists are found in some bureaus, 
One member of congress is said to have procured 
the appointment of forty women from his district, 
and few men in power were able to resist the 
importunities of women who claimed to be in 
poverty, with infant children or aged parents to 
support; bor were woman’s blandishments always 
found powerless as a means of winning places. 
jt is said alsothat the bad conduct of some un.- 
worthy women has created prejudices against fe- 
male clerks in some bureaus, while in other cases 
the difficulty which the chiefs of divisions fiud, 
or feel, in enforcing order and industry among te- 
male clerks, renders them hostile to any increase 
of such clerks. Some of those who appreciate at 
the bighest the service of many capable, industri 
cus end altogether worthy- women found in the 
departments. still feel reluctant to ask. for the ap- 
poinement of unknown women whose names May 
be sent there from the lists of the civilservice com- 
mission, but doubtless much of this will change 
when the superior character and ability of the 
women brought forward by the civil service ex- 
#minations shall become known. Many of the 
best examinations have been passed by women, 
and the books of the commission contain at this 
time the names of many who would be an honor 
to the serviee. While {Biv women are not supe- 
rior to the best of those nowin the departments, 
they will certainly be found better and more Ca- 
pable than hundreds who, under the old system, 
were thrust in without examination, and too 
often without merit, by the “influence’’ of sym- 
pathetic congressmen, or of others high in author- 
ity. Thereis no general prejudice against good 
female clerks, and as far asis known the heads of 
the executive departments are disposed to do full 
justice to the women, and to give them their 
proper share of places when the needs of the ser- 
vice will permit. Thenew civil seryice system 
must inevitably favor the future employment of 
women, first, by bringing them to the noticc of 
the appointing officers the high qualifications 
shown by the female applicantsin the examina- 
tions, and second by introducing to the officers a 
class Of women whose capacity, industry and good 
coucuct will prove to any doubting chief of a bu- 
reau or division the sterling value of true wo- 
men’s services,

Cuicago, September 19.—Isaac Jacobson 
was hanged in the county jail here to-day, at 
12:03 p. m. The prisoner passed a quiet night, 
retiring at one o’clock, and sleeping until five, 
when he arose and ate a light breakfast. 
He walked composedly to the scaffold 
No hitch oecurred in any of the sheriff’s ar- 
rangements. The man’s neck was broken by 
the fall. He had a dispute with his employer, 
Bedell, a carpet cleaner, about a balance of 
wages of one dollar, which Jacobson claimed 
when he left his employment. He returned 
next day, and without a word of dispute, drew 
arevolverand killed Bedell. The shooting 
was witnessed by an officer who was passing in 
a street car, and who at once arrested Jacobson 
In his cell he was asked why he shot Bedell, 
and his answer was, ‘For one dollar.’”’ This 
and other exhibitions of unconcern induced 
many to think him insane, but medical ex- 
perts concurred in the contrary opinion. To 
satisfy himself as to the fact, Governor Ham- 
ilten, who was applied to for pardon or com- 
mutation, visited the prisoner incognito, and 
had the medical commission examine him. 
They were all of one mind that the culprit was 
erfectly sane. Jacobson was a native ot 
Finland, and. aged about fifty-three. For

THE WOMEN ORGANIZE. 

Coat Creyrrr, Pa., September 19.—The wives 
snd sisters of the striking coal mines have 
thoroughly organized tothe number of 200, 
and well equipped with tin pans, will visit the 
mines every morning herea{ter, and endeavor 
Lo — the non-union men to join the 
strike. A suit has been brought against three 
of the women for conspiracy, and one for as- 
sault. The defendants engaged counsel, but 
it is probable a compromise will be made. 

The suits against the women have since 
been withdrawn on condition that they keep 
the peace in the future and do not interfere 
with the non-unionists going to work. The 
women declare that they will now leave the 
strike wholly tothe men, as they have no 
desire to follow their husbands to jail.

Morris Rindskopf, of the firm, is 
well known for his charitable bequests to the 
‘ or ot the city. He is treasurer of the united 
lebrew charities, and also of the Hebrew 
orphan asylum. Simon Rindskopf is also 
highly connected and well known. Assignee 
Mack is secretary and treasurer of the Nathan 
manufacturing company. 

Rindskopf Bros. & Co.- organized in Cin- 
cinnati in 1854, and moved to New York in 
1866. They were among the largest clothing 
houses in the country. They have never be- 
fore tailed and have enjoyed the highest 
credit. Raphael Birthman, of the firm, is a 
director in the Importers and Traders’ and 
Fifth avenue banks, and the United States 
Life Insuranee company. The lHabilities are 
estimated at $90,000, and the actual assets are 
$101,000. The firm é@alled on its friends for 
large sums a week ago,as it has suffered 
heavily from the stringent money 
market. Their friends agreed to 
tide them over. On close investigation the 
firm felt justified in accepting help. This in- 
vestigation was made, and aiter consultation 
with their attorneys, Stories & Meyers, 15 
Wall street, it was decided that friends should 
not be imperiled, and an assignment was the 
best for all conserned. They were forced to 
this by the fact that a large interest was in 
jeopardy, and efforts to secure it were unsuc- 
cessful. Rindskopf Bros. & Co., who have fil- 
ed an assignment, are the firm about which 
rumors were current yesterday. They have a 
larce branch house in Cincinnati. The firm 
has been rated at $200,000 to $500,000, with 
credit very high.

AN EARTHQUAKE IN THE MIDDLE 
STATES. 


The Peoplein Terror from Cincinnati to Detroit-« 
The Rumbling of the Earth and the Wild 
Scenes Precipitated Thereby--Observa. 
tions Taken atthe Points Visited. 


Detroit, September 19.—An earthquake 
was felt here at 2:45 this evening. No dam- 
age was done, but the shock frightened many 
persons. In some localities, particularly in 
high buildings,it was more noticeable than in 
others. All along Griswold street the shock 
was felt very distinctly, and men rushed into 
the street looking as 1f expecting the build- 
ings to fallon them. The shock lasted from 
10 to 20 seconds, and there was a swaying mo- 
tion that rattled the windows and shook the 
chandeliers. A boat captain says there was a 
noticeable-rise in the river at the same time. 
At the telephone office no shock was felt, 
while in the same building across the hallway 
it was very perceptible. The employes of the 


Whitney organ company assert that the build- 
ing vibrated at least 14 inches. Inthe West- 
ern Union building the floor seemed to heave. 
T he operators left their instruments, and the 
men in the lower part of of the building made 
for the street. In the chamber of commerce 
building, the shock was felt on the lowest 
floor. James Donovan, who was sitting on 
the ground floor, was shaken violently in his 
chair. Tho shock passed, leaving all in a 
mentally dizzy condition. 

ADRIAN, September 19.—At 2:30 p. m. a 
strong shoek of earthquake was fet here, 
which lasted nearly a minute and was pre- 
ceded by arumbling noise. Furniture was 
moved about and dishes were shaken. The 
people rushed into the streets and some feared 
that the end of the world had come. From 
reports received it has been learned that the 
shock was general in this neighborhood. 

YPsi.an, September 19.—At 2:30 p.m. to- 
day, a shock of earthquake was distinctly felt, 
which lasted about thirty seconds. 

Port Huron, Mich., September 19.—A slight 
shock of earthquake was felt here this even- 
ing. It caused no alarm. Some persons 
thought there had been an explosion. 

Curtska, Mich., September 19.—A shock of 
earthquake was felt this afternoon. 

THE SHAKE IN CINCINNATI. 

CINCINNATI, September 19.—A few minutes 
before three o’clock this afternoon, the ‘ tele- 
graph operator at the Bee Line depot, in Cin- 
cinnati, received dispatches from the opera- 
tors all along that road from Cincinnati to La- 
Fayette, Ind., inquiring if the earthquake 
shock had been felt in Cincinnati, and 
stating that it had been _ perceptible 
at the offices from which __ the 
inquiries were sent. About 3 o’clock the Cin- 
cinnati time operator perceived a slight tremor 
in the building. The same thing was noticed 
in various offices in the city, but was not at- 
tributed to an earthquake until the telegraphic 
dispatches from the west had comein. It was 
quite different in some ofthe suburbs in Cin- 
cinnati. In Clifton the agitation was so vio- 
lent as to ring the bells on the tables 
and doors. In Cumminsville, the 
northwestern ward of Cincinnati, the 
tremor was felt so distinctly as to cause quite 
an alarm, not only in the public schools, 
where the pupils were with difficulty kept in 
their seats, but also in private houses. The 
bouse of Captain Frazier, of Cumminsville, 
was violently shaken so that the inmates be- 
came alarmed. In the Warrington school- 
house, in the northeastern part of the city, 
an agitation was felt which was recognized at 
onee by the teachers as being caused by an 
earthauake. Here, too, it required all the 
suthority of the teachers to avoid .a panic. 
The shock was so‘slight in the business por- 
ticn of Cincinnati as. not to be noticed by a 
majority of the citizens. In Covington, Ky., 
Mr. Worthington’s residence on Fourth street, 
was so Violently shaken that his little daugh- 
ter, lying sick in bed, screamed 
with terror, saying that some one was moving 
the bed. The family of Haver, next door, 
were at dinner. Theshock wasso severe as 
to spill the water from the glasses on the table, 
and the family sprang to their feet in alarm. 
The assistant observer atthe United States 
signal service station was reading the ther- 
mometer for several minutes between 2:30 and 
3 o’clock and he says he noticed no agitation 
of the mercury of the building at that or any 
other time during the afternoon. The time of 
the earthquake, as reported by those who no- 
ticed it, varies from half-past two to a few 
minutes after three, and the duration of the 
sheck is variously reported at from 10 to 
20 seconds. Advices from Indiana report that 
the shock was felt at Seymour a few minutes 
before 3 o’clock, and that it was also felt with 
great severity in Lewrenceburg, Ind., about 
the same time. In the latter town the shock 
wass6o violent as to be recognized by every 
one as an earthquake. It caused great alarin 
in the schoolhouse, which was being vacated by 
the pupils. The clock was thrown from the 
shelf. Many of the children, in their frantic 
endeavors to get out of the building, jumped 
ont of the windows of the lower story. No 
one. however, was hurt. The tremor, where 
it was not severe, resembled that caused by a 
heavily loaded wagon passing along the streot, 
or a railroad train rushing by. The indica- 
tions are that the wave passed from the south- 
west to the northeast. 

Muxcigs, Ind., September 19.—A distinct 
earthquake shock passed through this state 
from southwest to northeast at 2:30 o’clock 
this afternoon to-day. It was felt distinctly 
here ._ and in Indianapolis, Port- 
land, Albany, Union City, Parker, Selma, 
Winchester, Anderson, Dunkirk, Red Key, 
New Caste, Newcambridge City, Fort Wayne, 
Urbana, Dayton, Greenville, Napoleon, De- 
fiance, Toledo, Cleveland, Lima, Fosteria, and 
Buffton, and Detroit. The shock was not felt 
at LaFayette. The other places named gen- 
erally report the same results as were noted 
here, buildings shaken, glass broken, furni- 
ture moving, dishes and tinware talling frem 
tables and shelves, and people running into 
the streets from fright. There was but one 
distinctly marked shock accompanied by a 
loud rumbling. The clerks in the depot here 
thought an engine had run into the building. 
No serious damage is reported. 

THE SENSATION IN CINCINNATI. 

Cixcinnati, September 19.—A very slight 
shock of earthquake was observed here be- 
tween 2 and 3 o’clock this afternoon. It last- 
ed scarcely more than a second, and was not 
porocrre at all except by persons in high 

uildings. 

At Athens, Ohio, the goods in the stores were 
thrown from the shelves, and the passengers 
at the railway station ran out, thinking a train 
had struck the building. 

At Napoleon, Clyde, Bryan, Archbald, 
Fostoria and intermediate points, the shock 
was distinctly felt, rattling windows and 
crockery, but so far as reported 
doing no material damage. In Cleveland the 
large building occupied by the Milburn wagon 
company was perceptibly shaken. The em-

Georgia is the first of the three October 
states, but as Georgia does not in October 
elect congressmen, and is not] a 
contested state, very little interest will be 
taken throughout the country in the election. 
The republicans know she is democratic to 
the core, and they do not propose to put 
their money and strength where there would 
be no return. 

On the 14th of October West Virginia and 
Ohio yote, and each the scene 
of an active and exceedingly 
warm campaign. If the two states 
should go one way, the defeated party would 
remain the defeated party after the Novem- 
ber election; but if West Virginia goes dem- 
ocraticand Ohio republican, the situation 
would stand unchanged, and each would 
prepare for the final conflict with no abate 
ment of enthusiasm or vigor. 

The republicans carried West Virginia in 
ist4, 1868 and 1872, but in 1876 Tilden’s *ma- 
jority was 12,714, and Hancock carried the 
State by a majority of 2,069. In 188? the 
democratic candidate for supreme judge had 
3,221 majority over the republican and green- 
back vote combined, and last year the agrre- 
gate congressional vote showed a democratic 
plurality of 3,844. The congressional dele- 
gation consists of three democrats and one 
republican. The majorities we have given 
are not large, but as the vote of the state: is 
less than 100,000, the majority is a reasona-

bly saie one. The alleged confidence of the 
republicans is based in part on the combina- 
tion formed with the greenbackers; and in» 
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with the iron and coal and railroad operators 
of the state, and to be loaded up with two-dol- 
lar bills for general circulation. Clear-head- 
ed men who know. the state say, however, the 
prospects of the democrats were never 
brighter. Senator Kenna says the democratic 
majority will be 5,000, om account of the 
interest taken in the election and the size of 
the vote that will be polled. 

When we turn to Ohio, we turn toa stace 
that has become one Of the most uncer‘ain 
in the country. In presidential years it has 
heretofore gone republican, by majorities 
anging from 2,747 to nearly 60,000, The 
vote of the state isso large that a change of 
two percent would have defeated Garfeld 
and overwhelmed Hayes. The latter’s ma- 
jority was only 2,747. The vote of 1882 for 
secretary of state resulted as follows: Repub- 
lican, 297,759; democratic, 316,874; green- 
back, 5,345; prohibition, 12,202. Governor 
Hoadly, ina vote of 718,263, had last year a 
plurality of 12,629, and a majority of 1,318. 
The canyass in the state has become exceed- 
ingly warm, and it will goon in an increas- 
ing degree until the day of election; and until 
that day has come and the ballots are cast 
and counted, there will not be a man who 
can say how so volatile a state stands. If the 
democrats can get their entire yote to the 
polls and can retain their German friends of 
last year, together with independents that 
can be induced to vote in October, we see no 
reason wliy the democratic plurality will not 
be ‘eyen larger than Governor Hoadly’s. 
But whether it is larger or smaller, or iseyen 
reversed, itis certain Cleveland can be elected 
without Ohio, while Blaine cannot be with- 


out it, either in October or November.

MR. BAYARD AT BROOKLYN. 

The speech of Senator Bayard in Brooklyn 
was an admirable one, and the national ex- 
ecutive committee would expend money 
wisely if they printed it for general distribu- 
tion. The speech was characteristic of the 
man. It was courageous, manly and sound. 
In no part of it did he appeal to prejudice or 
passion; in every part of it is seen the honest 
and fearless man who is respected from one 
end of the land to the other. 

He began at Brooklyn with a warning 
against those who would set. class 
against class or section against section. 
Onr government is meant for all. The mis- 
use of the powers of the government was then 
discussed; passing from this important por- 
tion of the speech, he referred to the outrages 
committed on the south by lifting into offices 
of influence adventurers and home-bred ras- 
cals.

As mayor of Buffalo he has done his duty. 

As governor of the state of New York he has 
done his duty. 

And, God willing, as president of the United 
States he will do his duty.

New York, September 19.—The news that 
a reconciliation had been effected between the 
couple and the family spread throughout the 
town, anda large number of idlers hovered 
aboutthe entrance to the grounds.

There was much, very much, to love and admire 
in this noble youth. His character was so blend- 
ed, was of beauty so mingled with strength, that 
like some fine classic statue, it would be difficult 
to say which predominated in the symmetry that 
made ita perfect model. His intelligent teacher 
ronarked that “Sohn was born a man; a manly 

hi.d, a manly youth;’ and the writer adds, had 
rovidence permitted, very certainiy he would 
ay c¢ been one of the manliest of men. His rever- 
for ege and the knightly-delicacy of his defer- 
lor ladies distinguished him even in boyhood 
the perfect gentleman. Thewriter of these 
's has looked down into his bosom from child- 
d, and from that noble spring has.never seen 
wciling aught but the whitest sands and crystal 
strcams of the most perfect purity. Character was 
pre-eminently his distinction. His high moral 
sense pointed him to rectitude as an instinct, 
Truth was the corner-stone. Even in childhood 
he was never known to swerve. Consciencé was 
indeed the law of hislife. Rectitude, duty—these 
had struck such vital rootin the soil of principle 
that they had blossomed into the beauty of senti- 
ri asumimer’s day to social influences, he 
iad friends literally by the seore. Attracted by 
he loveliness they were riveted by the strength of 
Lis character. His splendid person made him a 
an ofmark everywhere, His modest and en- 
ing manners from childhood drew all hearts: 
he hedthat native dignity, and{when he 
ce, that commanding authority of mannermthat 
asily repelled improper approaches. His intel- 
ect was ofa high order. It had the rare felicity, 
too, of themost perfect symmetry of all the facul- 
ties of the mind. Reason and the imagination 
were equally prominent. The writer has known 
him, with the sharp blade of a single 
remark, to cut some of the _ knottiest 
if conversational debate. He has again 
seen him casually, throw off thoughts so massive 
that, like the bones of the Mammoih on the sur- 
face, they demonstrated ata glance the gigantic 
structure ofthe frame work beneath. Had life 
continued and turned his steps-toward the hills of 
ambition, the writer knows no one so equipped 
by every endowment of nature -and every gift of 
fortune fora speedy and graceful ascent towards 
itsshining summit. His sisters and brothers re- 
garded him with an affection deeper than idolatry. 
His father stands like some forest oak, rifted, 
scathed, not shattered by the bolt, serenely erect, 
with its simmit still pointed toward the sky. His 
stricken mother looked proudly to his future with 
unfaltering confidence, and loved him witha 
devotion which no lead-line can ever sound—pro- 
found, perhaps, from the roar and flash of the 
great guns that shook the hills of Petersburg at 
the moment of his Sbirth. This devoted mother 
who had-remained .close to her husband during 
the entire war, sharing always its hardships and 
often its dangers, gave birth to this remarkable 
boy just atits close, The thunder of battle was 
the first sound that greeted hisears. The Roman 
would have styled these” flashes around his cradle 
“the lambent flame’ of a high augury, and his 
noble qualities were eloquently prophetic of its 
fulfillment. It wasonly natural that he should 
have inherited the highest qualities of both his 
parents; and that this unique and extraordinary 
birth should have lent its aid to kindle heroic in- 
stincts in his bosom and left* the high seal of 
his mother’s exalted and poetic patriotism on 
the mind and heartof herboy. John wasnota 
natural student. He loved the outdoor best; the 
manly baseball and the fiery horse. But his pur- 
poses were high, and though pliant as the flexile 
reed to love or friendship, he was of roek-bike firm- 
ness in the execution of his high resolves. “We 
rise towards the Deity by cultivation,’ was his inci 
dental remark to the writer. His equipoise of all 
the moral and intellectural faculties was absolute 
ly perfect; each gem of thecirclet perhaps more 
brilliant from its setting in his strikingly attrac- 
tive person. Had this noble youth been permitted 
to develop himself, in private life he would have 
been a most attractive gentleman; in public life 
if he had chosen the paths of ambition that would 
have wooed his footsteps to its flinty heights, he 
would have stood acentral and commanding fig- 
ure upon some one of its proud summits, And 
had some great emergency risen in his day, bis 
high physical and mora? courage and quick intel 
lectual promptitude would have lent fresh luster 
to a name which men by common consent have 
combined to term “illustrions.’’ He was indeed 
in a wide cirele one of those monarchs of the heart 
(sometimes, though seldom, seen) whoexact im- 
perial tribute everywhere, raling all, by the only 
right divine, the unmixed despotism of love. 
Yes, and to all who ever had the happiness of in- 
timate knowledge and acquaintance with this sin- 
gularly interesting and commanding youth, his 
life will be a vision of beanty, a morning star 
brightly beaming forever on the horizon of 
memory. 

The writer subjoins the testimory of his distin- 
guished teacher, a sagacious, intelleetual and thor- 
oughly candid man: “Obedient and respectful, 
he was brave and manly, modest and retiring, he 
yet possessed a gravity which all were obliged to 
respect.

He then de 
clared that it ought to have a dozen 
attorneys, and recounted the litigation for the 
past ten or twelve years, showing that more 
suits had been instituted against the city 
within the last fourteen months 
than were instituted during the 
fourteen years previous. He declared 
that 1t was simply impossible for one person 
to attend to the city’s litigation, and cited the 
tact that one reason for the lmpossi bility was 
that frequently more courts than one in whieh 
the city bad cases were in session at the sam 
lime.

TAX LEVY. 


FFICE OF COMMISSIONERS OF ROADS AND 
Revenues of Fulton County, August 11, 1884.— 

“It is ordered that there be coHected by the tax 
collector of said county, or his successors in office, 
the following tax for county purposes, for the year 
1884, to-wit: Eighteen cents for the expenses of the 
chaingang and for roads, bridges, ete; two cents 
for public buildings; four cents for the expenses 
of the superior court; two and one-half cents for 
the expenses of the city court; three cents for the 
fees of the jailor and all other expenses of the jail; 
one-half of one cent for fees of coroner and county 
physician; one and one-half cents for fees of offi- 
cers, commissions of tax collector and receiver, 
and salaries of commissioners and their clerk; two 
and one-half cents for the support of the alms- 
house and for paupers; four cents for the payment 
of the courthouse bonds with interest thereon 
which falls due during the year; and two cents for 
any other lawful charge against the county, mak- 
ing a total of forty cents on the one hundred dol- 
lars, Which is hereby levied for the year 1884.”
